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PERFORMANCE PROJECTIONS

The following charts look at four funding scenarios, two with an increase in funds, one at our average current funding,
and the last with no maintenance funds. The charts track the overall BMP conditions over a 15-year period. The last
full year of BMP inspection data is used as the starting point for the 15-year performance projections.

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POTENTIAL RISKS

Risks affecting the state of maintenance on DelDOT’s stormwater BMPs include:

= Natural impacts due to flooding and intense rainfall; beavers and other nuisance wildlife;
tornados and high wind damage; invasive species that clog or reduce BMP capacity.

= Human impacts due to vehicular accidents or tire rutting; excessive trash.

= Political impacts due to the public requesting more frequent or additional maintenance than
required; drainage or flooding concerns to be addressed shifting maintenance priorities.

= Aging infrastructure impacts causing inlet or outlet pipes to fail; excessive sediment
accumulation; solil or landscaping replacement.

= The most detrimental risk is the rising number of BMPSs in our inventory without an increase in
maintenance staff and budget.
